Lake  States  Pulpwood  Production  Declines  in  1947 

A  recent  survey  made  "by  the  Station  shows  that  Lake  States  pulpwood  production 
amounted  to  approximately  2,024,000  cords  during  1947,  compared  with  2,250,000  cords 
in  1946  —  a  decrea.se  of  approximately  10  percent.  The  decrease  in  production  was 
about  20  percent  in  Michigan  and  about  13  percent  in  Minnesota.  In  Wisconsin,  on 
the  other  hand,  pulpwood  production  increased  about  15  percent  over  the  previous 
year. 

Spruce,  balsamj  pine,  tamarack,  and  miscellaneous  hardwoods  accounted  for  about  the 
same  amount  of  pulpwood  as  in  1946.  Hemlock  and  aspen  production,  on  the  other 
hand,  dropped  37  percent  and  21  percent,  respectively,  below  that  of  1946.  In  spite 
of  the  decline,  aspen  continued  to  be  the  principal  pulpwood  species  of  the  region. 

Pulpwood  produced  in  the  Lake  States  and  shipped  out  of  the  region  in  1947  amounted 
to  approximately  47,000  cords.  Imports  from  Canada  and  the  western  states  were  * 
slightly  less  than  last  year,  totaling  about  686,000  cords,  or  about  26  percent  of 
the  total  received. 

Although  there  was  a  10-percent  drop  in  pulpwood  receipts,  consumption  of  pulpwood 
at  Lake  States  mills  was  7  percent  higher  in  1947  than  in  1946,  according  to 
preliminary  figures  released  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
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
